‘Buy Before 
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History OF Boy Scouts In This 
City Told; Many Interesting 
Experiences During Or ganization 


When the Richmond Boy ‘Scouts 
occupy their new building which is 


how under construction, it will mark’ 


the end of the first rine of activi- 
.ties here. 
The organization had its inception 


in 1904 under the leadership: of the 
late Rev. D. W. Calfeé, who organ- 
ized a Boys’ Brigade. The boys 
were not registered at national head- 
quarters, and therefore were not Boy 

‘Scouts proper at this time: This or- 
ganization met at the Wesley M. E. 
church, of which Rev. Calfee was 
pastor, and continved for about. a 
year and a half under his leadership. 

When the Rev. Mr. Linder became 
pastor of this church he organized a 
Scout troop, with the proper regis- 
tration Aout 70 boys were enrolled 
in this organization. After about a 
year and a half H. W. Garrard, one of 
the present scout leaders, took charge 
of the troop. 

In 1918 the first outgide’Boy Scout, 
outing was held: at Yosemite with 
about thirty boys attending. Garrard 
had ‘charge of this trip, which lasted. 
three -weeks. 

One of the big disappointments in 
the work was in 1919 when the 
American Legion gave a balY, with 
the Scouts as ticket sellers. The 
troop was to receive half the pro- 
ceeds and sell all of the tickefs. 
About three days before the date 
of the ball it was discovered -that 
not. a ticket had teen sold. The 
troop was disbanded at this time 
temporarily. : ‘ 

J. E. George was the next troop 
leader who reorganized the troops 
at the Point. In 1920 Garrard re- 
turned to the work and the organiza- 
tion .was divided into two troops. 
Garrard’s troop then held its meet- 
ings in Pythian castle, where it is still 
meeting. A third troop was then or- 
ganized under the leadership of

that can‘ be attained/by the boys. 

Theré are now about 80 scouts in 
Richmond, with three troops, G. B. 
Glineberg is ‘the. newest scout master 
to ‘be \entefed here, It, was “an- 


nounced that’ there Je.reom) for at) - 


least five more troops in Richmond. 
The main difficulty is in ‘obtaining 
leaders. It is expected that the move- 
ment will become a great deal’ more 
successful 'when. more leaders are 
obtained for work here. The new 
Scout clubroom building: is evidence 
of the, progressive omer of the 
movement here. 

J. E. George, Jocal scoutmaster, has 
been appointed deputy scout commis> 
sioner of Contra Costa county, and 
will have charge of the organizations 
in Richmond, Hercules and San Pablo. 

At the last meeting of the scout 
executives it was announced’ that 
there is a possibility of closing Mt; 
Diablo as a summer camp this year. 
The scouts of this county had plan- 
ned to hold the camp at this site this 
suinmer, but on account of the water 
situation this may be impossible.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—De- 
mand for the resignation of Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt, be- 
cause he was “painted with oil,” 
was made in the House today ‘by 
Representative Stevenson of South! 
Carolina. 
» The charge, made during debate 
on the haval appropriation bill, pre- 
cipitated a heated partisan discus- 
sion. 

“Roosevelt was: as much involved! 
in oil as Denby, or any of these 
lawyers the Senate would not 'con- 
firm,” said Stevenson. ' 

“He ought to have’ gone out when 
Denby went.” 

Stevenson cliarged that Mrs. Roose- 
velt had profited by the ownership} 
and sale of 1000 shares of Sinclair oil*. 
stock. .

Science ‘Uses Electricity to 
Foil Modern Bandit 


ILL CROOK, the bank robber; 
and all his confreres in the 
once profitable profession of 
cashing by gun instead of by 
check, have received a “No 
yonds, Btop Payment” order these 
days in the shape of an annoying little 
cylinder that has gone on duty as a 
watchman—the dry battery, a self- 
contained power plant of its own. 

- Six. such batteries, hooked together 
behind a::vault door, will get a care- 
leas bandit into so much trouble that 
only a Pardon Board can get him out. 


- gin the. bank protected by electricity, 


trouble begins for the bandit with his 
very first move toward cashing one of 


» the six-shooter checks—the kind that 


were drawn for enough money to -fill 
a suitcase and two handbags. For on 
seeing any overt act, the paying teller 
steps on a plunger, handy to his foot. 
The plunger hits a wire. The dry bat- 
teries get’ the idea perfectly, send it 
along to the alarm box on the outside 
wall of the bank, and a bell that 
sounds like a boiler factory tells the 
world. Police whistles start to blow. 
a large crowd gathers. Bill and his 
‘gang run into the street— 
seases eat the hands of the Receiv- 
ers. After an interval and in the con- 
Gnes of his barred apartment, Bill 
meditates with disgust on the anomaly, 
of dry batteries which can run a‘ wy 
train, ring doorbells, and also throw 
bank robbers into bankruptcy.

bandit profession. 
Walls Also Safe 

To the bank robber the most irri- 
tating quality of the dry battery is its 
versatility. Being a power plant in 
itself, it depends upon no outside cur- 
rent, The bank robber can’t cut it off 
by clipping wires’ from an outside 
source. There is no outside source— 
the dry battery does it alone. It 
won’t even let the crook work from 
beneath the vault or through the 
walls, This i@ @ tedious, irksome 
method of approach, but sometimes 
the only one possible. With a mésh 
of fine wire running over every inch 
of floor, walls, and ceiling, between 
steel and concrete, the bandit’s drill 
will hit one of these wires as unerfing- 
ly as a dentist strikes a nerve. 

That part of the system is so ar- 
ranged that the first breaking of the 
insulation and contact with the wire 
beneath is flashed to the dry cells, in 
their case just inside the vault door. 
The batteries at once relay a tiny 
shock through to the outside wall of 


the bank, and into a shuttered box}, 


where the alarm bell rests.. Instantly 
a clockwork turns within the box and 
from the bell sounds the staccato din 
of whirring hammer blows. A light 
voltage is used because jt renders the 
system more sensitive. 

Protecting the vault door is'a small 
piston, ‘which is in place when the 
door is, shut, but which slides out and

In a 
handbag they carried $28, 000 of the 
bank’s cash.
